Aviation yesterday counted a total 
of 15 dead in four accidents in North 
and South America, the finding of a 
burned American Airlines plane near 
DeBruce, N. Y., ranking first with 
its seven dead.

/CHARRED BODIES FOUND 

| IN WRECKAGE OF PLANE 
By BEN ROBERTSON, 

| DEBRUCE, N. Y., June 11.—(®)— 
The charred wreckage of a New York- 
to-Chicago “luxury liner,” with the 
bodies of its seven occupants near by, 
was found today smashed against the 
almost inaccessible slope of Last 
Chance hill, a 2,000-foot peak in the 
lower Catskills. 

| The twin-motered biplane, roaring 
| through a fog and thunderstorm late 
‘Saturday, had cut a long gash 
| through the thick treetops and crashed 
half way up the rugged mountainside. 

The wreck was sighted about noon 
by W. H. (Ted) Hallock, piloting one 
of a scoré of planes in a widespread 
search for the vanished 16-seater ship. 

The scorched brown scar against 
the green forest attracted his atten- 
tion. Skimming the trees, he saw bits 
of tell-tale orange and blue fuselage. 
No Near-by Road. 

Hallock flew back to Livingston 
|Manor, a few miles from here, with 
his companion, Lee Lord. Then he led 
a detail of state troopers along dan- 
gerous trails through the dark woods, 
slippery from heavy rainfall. 
| ‘The bodies lay not far apart in a 
patch of blooming blackberry briars 
and green ferns, with the parts of 
the smashed ship scattered around 
them. ‘The sun was shining brightly 
through the forest. 

The bodies of Pilot Clyde Holbrook 
and Co-Piolt John Barron Jr. were 
just to the rear of the motors. An 
axle was bent around a broken tree. 

A few feet away lay Stewardess 
Ada Huckeby. Further down the in- 
cline were the bodies of the four pas- 
sengers, each severely burned. 

Last Chance hill, also known as 
Mongaup mountain, is in Mongaup 
state park on the border of Sullivan 
and Ulster counties. The wreckage of 
the huge plane of American Airlines, 
istrewn for 100 feet, was five miles

Directors of Bank of United 


States Ordered To Pay

NEW YORK, June 11.—()—Judg- 


ments totaling $28,473,653.75 against 


12 officers and directors of the closed 
Bank of United States were directed 
today by Supreme Court Justice Louis 
A. Valente in a $60,000,000 suit 
brought by State Banking Superin- 
tendent Joseph A. Broderick. 


The suit was brought to recover 
losses sustained by the bank, which 


was closed December 11, 1930, as a 
result of alleged violation by the de- 
fendants of their duties as directors.

CLEVELAND, June 14—(#)—Two 
fighting resolutions about health in- 
Surance and another proposing aboli- 
tion of radio advertising of drugs and 
medicine were placed before the gov- 
erning body of American medicine to- 
day. 


Action on both subjects was defer- 
red until tomorrow after they had 
been laid before the house of dele- 
gates of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation at its opening sessions here 
today. 

The health insurance resolutions 
were presented in executive sessions 
and there was no indication of the 
temper of the delegates, except hints 
of vigorous opinions. Action on this 
subject was set for a secret session 
of the house of delegates tomorrow 
afternoon. 

One resolution condémned the man- 
ner in which the American College of 
Physicians and Surgeons Board of 
Regents was reported to have acted 
on health insurance yesterday in Chi- 
cago. This criticism, as announced 
here, was directed at the manner rath- 
er than substance of the Chicago ac- 
tion.

Abolition of radio advertising of 
drugs and medicines was proposed in 
a resolution from the Illinois Medical 
Association. A proposal to regulate 
radio medical advertising rather than 
to abolish it was made by the Medi- 
cal Society of New York State. Ac- 
tion on them was deferred until to- 
morrow. 

The Illinois resolution held that 
safe medical service can be rendered 
only after careful study of canses 
and symptoms of disease, “and that 
these causes and symptoms can only 
be determined after an interview with 
and physical examination of the pa- 
tient.” 

It declared that for many months 
the radio broadcasting companies hare 
“permitted the exploitation of many 
drugs, preparations, patent medicines 
and so-called cures to the radio au- 
diences of America.” 

Also that “it has been well estab- 
lished that some drugs, preparations 
and patent medicines so exploited 
are dangerous in the hands of lary- 
men; others are of doubtful value and 
in practically all instances their value 
for the relief of the symptoms and 
conditions for which they have been 
recommended have been overstated 
and are misleading to the public.” 

The resolution asks the American 
Medical Association to oppose “ad- 
vertising, recommending or in any way 
exploiting over the radio any prepara- 
tions, remedies, medicines or appli- 
ances for the treatment of human ail- 
ments,” 

It asks finally that the federal 
trade commission be requested to “ex- 
ercise their authority to discontinue 
such advertising over the radio.”

JACKSON, Miss., June 11.—(/)—

sippi supreme court today granted a 
new trial to Robert Jones, negro, who 
was under sentence to hang for the

Why did Litvinoff suddenly seek 
closer collaboration with France, after 
the many assurances we have had 
that the soviets will never ally them- 
selves with a capitalist government? 
The answer must be sought in eastern 
Europe. Early last mopth, Moscow 
proposed to Germany a pact whereby 
both would guarantee the neutrality 
of the Baltic states, Esthonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania. This means that in 
ease of conflict they were to respect 
the territorial integrity of the three 
little republics. Berlin has refused to 
enter into such a plot. But Berlin 
could give no valid reason. 

The Germans, who never were good 
diplomats, committed a terrible blun- 
der in making this refusal, for that 
refusal showed Litvinoff that Berlin 
thinks a war in the far east, between 
Russia and Japan, not far distant. 
‘In the event of such a war, it is 
now well known, Germany intends to 
attack Russia in the rear, But since 
Germany cannot march across Po- 
land—the Poles have an army of 


‘their own—they would have to go 


through Lithuania or Esthonia. Po- 
land would probably be invited to join 
the attack, if only to take a slice of 
Lithuanian territory. With all this in 
view, Litvinoff decided to go _ to 
Geneva and see Barthou. Now it’s a 
different story. If the Franco-Russian 
alliance materializes and it seems fair- 
ly well on the way, Germany is hem- 
med in by a wall of steel. Bad diplo- 
mats, the Germans. Poor jockeys.

| HEALTH TALKS —

A SURGEON APPRAISES AMBU- 
LANT METHOD. 

The other day I referred to the 
check-up of 406 cases in which a phy- 
sician-surgeon who teaches in a uni- 
versity clinic found recurrence in less 
than 4 per cent of the cases where 
he had given the ambulant treatment 
for hernia. 

A week after I had received this 
report I heard from a distinguished 
surgeon and teacher of surgery in one 
of the finest medical schools, This 
surgeon has been observing the am- 
bulant treatment for several years. He 
adopted the method in his own prec- 
tice and used it with satisfaction in 
suitable cases. I quoted briefly from 
his present view. 

“T feel that the method is ap- 
plicable in selected cases, namely, 
those with a narrow mouthed sac. In 
an occasional case the results are 
brilliant in that the sac is apparent- 
ly sealed off with only two or three 
injections. ... As a result of my ob- 
servation of injected cases and sur- 
gically operated cases, J am perfectly 
sure that if one of my family or I 
had a hernia, I would have it. operated 
upon rather than injected, so that I 
cannot conscientiously advise the in- 
jection treatment on the basis of my 
experiente, Neither operation nor in- 
jection can possibly fix hernias in 
people whose hernial regions are poor- 
ly designed, so that recurrence will 
take place in a relatively high per- 
centage of cases when these regions 
are subjected to strains that are too 
heavy for them...” 

This is the most studied and de- 


pendable criticism of the injection 


‘treatment of hernia that I have heard 
'from the surgeons or by a surgeon. 


Understand that -this surgeon first 
investigated the method carefully, ob- 
served it as’a student sitting at the 
feet of a master, then tried it out in 
his own practice. His conclusion is 
that the injection treatment is ap- 
plicable iff selected cases. 

Perhaps the pendulum will even- 
tually come to rest not far from the 
position this surgeon (I'll gladly give 
any physician-surgeon his name but 
not a layman) has reached. 

While I am somewhat disappointed 
in this fina] conclusion from a col- 
league whose judgment commands my 
respect, still I am gratified to know 
that he recognizes that the injection 
method is the method of choice in 
certain cases of hernia. 

My surgical mentor refers to -an- 
other pet method of mine: 

“The great question of diathermy 
removal of tonsils will soon be set- 
tled because, largely through your 
writing, everybody is prepared to re- 
move tonsils with diathermy, Several 
of my intimate friends, who, I think, 
are soundly trained men and who ex- 
pressed to me well thought-out ob- 
jections to the diathermy removal) of 
tonsils, have succumbed and now give 
pee their choice. This is amazing 
ecause a patient consulting a spe- 
cialist would reasonably expect to 
be advised and not allowed to choose. 
In the end the nublie will decide. . .” 

But the well thought out objections 
expressed by the specialists who pres- 
ently succumbed were theoretical ob-

BECK SEEKS VOTE. 
UN EASTERN TIME 


Councilman Points Out 
Need for Change From 
Central Time Zone. 


Councilman J. Frank Beck, of the 
eighth ward, Monday insisted that 


Atlanta voters be vermitted to ex- 
press their preference in the Septem- 
ber 26 primary on establishing east- 
ern time fur Atlanta as against the 
present central time. 

He pointed out that already a 
council resolution has been approved 
asking a referendum on daylight sav- 
ing time for Atlanta during the sum- 
mer months, and contended that the 
year-round eastern time question also 
should be included on the ballot. 

Beck was author of a council meas- 
ure seeking an eastern time expres- 
sion, but it was killed by proponents 
of daylight e«aving time, who contended 
that such a move would confuse 
voters, 

“Our natural social, trade, indus- 
trial. and commercial relations are 
with cities lying in the eastern time 
belt,” Beck said Monday. “Many 
other cities, further out of the east- 
ern time belt than is Atlanta, have 
change: in order to synchronize with 
eastern cities, where they conduct the 
major portion of their business and 
social relations. This applies to Cin- 
cinnati, Cleveland and Detroit. 

“Virtually all the targer cities of 
Georgia lie in the eastern time area. 
Macon, Augusta and Savannah are 
among them. 

“We were a part of the 13 original 
colonies and the history of our rela- 
tions has been coupled intimately with 
the Atlantic seaboard. It is our heri- 
tage to be a part of them. 

“Hundreds of Atlantans believe 
that the change would react to the 
benefit of all citizens, that it would 
work a hardship on none and that it 
would be one of the most progressive 
steps taken by Atlanta in recent 
years, 

“It is conceded that Atlantans 
voted against the change several years 
ago, but the temper of the people may 
have changed. If it has not, we would 
not make the change; if it has, then 
we should make it. 

“There is a perennial recurrence of 


.this issue in council. We do not know 


whether a majority of the people want 
the change or not, but we would ascer- 
tain their attitude if the referendum 
were allowed. It should by all means 
be placed on the ballot. The people 
have a right to live by whatever time 
they wish.

This Pretty Block Comes From Minnesota 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 
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“From Minnesota comes the quilt 
block which was given the name of 
“depression” by its originator, Mrs. 
Harry Deaton. She says she calls it 
that because it uses up scraps that 
most people would have thrown away 
prior to the years of 1929 and 1930. 

“I am suggesting that we forget the 
name Depression,’ continued Nancy, 
“and use the name Minnesota. Minne- 
sota has many lakes and I don’t see 
why we could not think of the white 
blocks in this quilt as being tiny lakes 
surrounded by the colors of the flow- 
ers and grass which grows on their 
borders.” 

As I have worked it out I have 
given you two sizes of triangles and 
center squares, If the first size 
square which is the center of a 10- 


can choose the larger triangles and 
attach them to the center square of 
the 15-inch block. 

It is not necessary to choose any 
definite color scheme in making this 
quilt: But avoid large polka-dotted 
or figured prints. Too many virid 
colors will kill the pastel ones, too.

The Culbertson Coup 

Years ago while living in Paris I 
met an old Frenchman with whom I 
occasionally played bridge. His bid- 
ding was terrible, and his play even 
worse, but he did contribute one thing 
to my bridge education and that was 
certain knowledge of how to play such 
a combiation as A 10 9 6 in one hand 
and Q 8 5 3 in the other, seeking to 
limit the opponents’ tricks in the suit 
to one. When I took up bridge play- 
ing in America I brought with me this 
contribution of his ts the theory of 
bridge and convinced both partners 
and opponents at the bridge table that 
the plan devised was the most satis- 
factory method of playing this par- 
ticular combination with the purpose 
of eliminating as much as possible the 
element of guess. My friends call it 
the “Culbertson coup,” but it is not, 
as I said, really mine, except in the 
sense that I have brvuught it to the 
attention of other bridge players. 

So much for theory. 

Recently at the Yale Club in New 
York city a duplicate bridge tourna- 
ment of seven tables was held, and 
one of the hands dealt was the fol- 
lowing : 

South, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding: 


South West 


19 Pass 
49 Pass 


North East 


39 Pass 
Pass Pass 


The problem in his hand is the cor- 
rect method of playing the spade suit 
in order to limit the epponents to one 
trick. The correct play is to lead the 
queen to the ace-nine in dummy. This 
assures a minimum of three fricks 
whenever king-jack-x are held in the 
west hand. In the cases when king- 
jack-x are in the East hand, two 
tricks of course will be lost by this 
method of play, but these cases are 
counterbalanced by the occasion when 
they are in the West hand rather 
than in the East. Tne value of the 
queen play is that it eliminates the 
guess in all the situation where the 
king is in the one hand and the jack 
in the other, and assures the making 
of three tricks. Certainly, if the queen 
is not covered, it is safe to assume 
that the hand at the left of the de- 
clarer does not contain both the king 
and the jack. If the queen loses to 
the king in the east hand, the proper 
play is to return to the hand from 
which the original lead was made and 
finesse the suit a second tiie. 

But it is one of the peculiarities of 
bridge, as of life, that the best plan 
does not always win. John A. Sher- 
man, a member of the Yale club, was 
one of those who held the South hand, 
and of the seven players who held his 
cards he was the only one to lead 
the queen and in consequence to lose 
two tricks in the suit as both the 
king and jack in the East hand won. 
Mr. Sherman correctly returning to 
his own hand for a finésse against 
West's supposed jack. 

This entire method of play—named, 
as I have said, in my honor—is ad- 
vised against strong piayers. Actually 
against weak players, a low lead 
away from the ace is I:kely to produce 
more satisfactory results as East, in 
such cases, with the king, is likely to 
have an overwhelnsing urge to play it 
and thus save the declarer from any 
guesses whatsoever.
